DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This final office action is in response to the amendment received on 02/15/2002. 

2. Please refer to the non-final office action (1 1/06/2001 ) pages 3-6. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 02/15/2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

On page 5 of the response, applicant argues that Ignacio provides no motivation 
to locate monitor remote from the item to be sterilized. However, the claims in the 
application recite " an indicator on the porous portion" without providing a specific 
location. In figure 4, of the application, the porous portion can be 72, 98, or 42. If the 
indicator is put on the surface 72, then it is not remote from the item. Furthermore, with 
regard to the position of the indicator, it is a routine experimentation to place the 

indicator close or far from the item to be sterilized. In addition, Ignacio teaches that the 

i 

indicator can be included in the chamber along with the item to be sterilized (col. 9, lines 
57-59). Thus, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated when selecting 
the appropriate place of the indicator to place the indicator on the package or inside the 
package as taught by Ignacio. 

On page 7 of the response, applicant argues that Ignacio monitor does not 
indicate whether the item to which it is attached has operated properly. Ignacio teaches 
that the indicator can be placed on the package containing the item (remote from the 
item), on the item itself, or included within the package (remote from the item) in order 
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to insure that the item has been sterilized effectively (i.e., proper exposure time, proper 
exposure temperature, and proper concentration level of the sterilant). 

On page 8 of the response, applicant argues that Ignacio does not place a 
monitor on its sterilant source. The claims in the application do not mention of placing 
the monitor on the sterilant source. However, Ignacio's indicator insures proper 
concentration level of the sterilant during the process of sterilization.
